McGovern blasts 
administration 


BOSTON (AP) - Responding 


to Reublican criticism of his 
Vietnam peace proposals, Sen. 
George McGovem says the Nix- 
on administration is "willing to 
surrender hundreds of Ameri- 
can prisoners of war to another 
four years of captivity." 


And he criticized the latest 


round of secret Paris peace 
talks, saying, "I am tired of se- 
cret negotiations that yield 
propaganda for the adminis- 
tration but do not yield peace 
for the peopk of America or 
the people of Indochina." 


The Democratic 
nominee 


kept up his attack on President 
Nixon's Vietnam politics in a 
speech to a cheering crowd that 
filled Boston's 6,000-seat Na- 
tional Guard Armory for a $25- 
a-plate 
fund-raising dinner 


Wednesday night. 


McGovem was joined by an 


array of Kennedys—Sen. Ed- 
ward M. Kennedy, who in- 
troduced him; Jean Kennedy 
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Smith, the senator's sister; Jo- 
seph P. Kennedy III, eldest son 
of the late Robert F. Kennedy; 
and Carolina Kennedy, the 14- 
year-old daughter of the late 
President John F. Kennedy. 


It was Caroline's first appa- 


rance at a political gathering. 


Continuing his campaigning 


in the Boston area, McGovem 
switched his fire to economic 
issues, saying the Nixon admin- 
istration has fought improve- 
ments pushed by congressional 
Democrats in the areas of min- 
imum wage, Social Security, 
and pension reform. 


"These are tilings an admin- 


istration that cared about wor- 
kers would not do," he said in 
a speech prepared for a break- 
fast of labor leaders today.

Nobel 
winners 
are named 


STOCKHOLM (AP) — The 


1972 Nobel Prize for physiology 
or medicine was 
awarded 


jointly today to Gerald Maurice 
Edelman of the Rockefeller Un- 
iversity in New York and Rod- 
ney R. Porter of the University 
of Oxford, England, for their 
discoveries 
concerning 
the 


chemical structure of anti- 
bodies. 


The prize this year is worth 


$98,100. 
Antibodies is the col- 


lective name of a group of 
blood proteins that play an im- 
portant part in the defense 
against infections and in the de- 
velopment of several different 
diseases. 


I^argely unknown until 1959, 


their nature was explained by 
the work of Edelman and Por- 
ter who, according to the Royal 
Caroline Institute, "laid a firm 
foundation for truly rational 
research" in immunology. 


Edelman, born in New York 


in 1929, received his doctor of 
medicine degree at the Un- 
iversity of Pennsylvania in 1954 
and his Ph.D. at the Rockefel- 
ler Institute in New York in 
1960. He has served at the Mas- 
sachusetts General Hospital 
and, since 1957, at the Rockefel- 
ler Institute, where he has been 
a professor since 1960. 


He is the 42nd American to 


receive a Nobel Medicine Prize 
in the peat 60 year** The United 
States has strongly dominated 
this field of late. Since 1966, 
Americans have been awarded 
the Medicine Prize each year, 
alone or jointly with others. 


The prize, along with prizes 


for literature, 
physics 
and 


chemistry, economics and 
peace were established under 
the will of Alfred Nobel, Swed- 
ish inventor of dynamite. It al- 
ready has been announced that 
no Peace Prize will be awarded 
this year. The prize for liter- 
ature will be announced Oct. 
19, physics and chemistry Oct. 
20 and economics Oct. 25. 


Porter, born in 1917 at Ash- 


ton, England, obtained his sci- 
entific education at Liverpool 
University and at Cambridge 
where he received his Ph.D. in 
1948. After war service, he wor- 
ked at the National Institute for 
Medical Research in London 
and at St. Mary's Hospital, 
where he was Pfizer professor 
of immunology from 1960 to 
1967. Since then he has been 
Whitley professor at the Un- 
iversity of Oxford. 


Porter received the Gairdner 


Foundation Award of Merit in 
1966 and the Karl Landsteiner 
Memorial Award from the 
American Association of Blood 
Banks in 1968.

Abrams was U.S. commander 


in Vietnam during the time the 
unauthorized raids were or- 
dered by Air Force Gen. John 
D. Lavelle. Abrams told the 
Senate Armed Service Com* 
mittee probe he was unaware 
of the exact nature of the 
bombings. 


"What we are being toU in 


the case of Gen. Abrams," arid 
Sen. William Proxmlre, D-Wis., 
"is that ignorance is in- 
nocence." 


Lavelle was relieved of his 


command of the 7th Air Force 
last April, and superiors above 
Abrams, 
including 
Adm. 


Thomas Moorer, chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, said 
they had been unaware of what 
Lavelle was doing. 


"I am not satisfied that Gen. 


Abrams' superiors up the chain 
of command are as innocent of 
what was occurring as they 
purport to be...," said Sen. 
Margaret Chase Smith, senior 
Republican on Armed Service. 
"I am not convinced that Gen. 
Lavelle alone is the culprit." 


Additionally, said Mrs. Smith, 


Abrams failed to do his duty in 
not knowing of the raids. 


"It was his Job to know what 


was happening, and his failure 
to ascertain that the rules im- 
posed by the Commander-in- 
chief (the President) were 
being followed is nonfeasance 
by anyone's definition," Sen. 
Smith said. 


Sen. Stuart Symington, D- 


Mo., another committee mem- 
ber, said the testimony of 
Abrams, Lavelle, Moorer and 
others in the probe bore out 
"my apprehensions of a person 
(Lavelle) being cut out and 
being made a patsy." 


Sen. Harold Hughes, D-Iowa, 


said n* supports Abrams' nomi- 
nation but that the probe 
showed there had been serious 
violations of law, orders, regu- 
lations "that cry out for reme- 
dy." 


However, Hughes went on, 


"the main question before the 
committee (which approved 
Abrams) was whether he 
knowingly participated in any 
way in these serious violations. 
I, for one, do not believe he 
did." 


Throughtout the probe, La- 


velle contended he had been un- 
der pressure to be more ag- 
gressive with protective-reac- 
tion strikes at a time the North 
Vietnamese were building up 
for their April offensive and be- 
fore the White House ordered 
renewed heavy bombing of the 
North. 


Sen. Barry Goldwater, R- 


Ariz., deplored the rules of en- 
gagement U.S. forces have al- 
ways had to work under in 
Vietnam as he spoke in support 
of Abrams. 


"Here we see a war being 


lost because the civilians had 
too much control over it," 
Goldwater said.

Just what does the mod- 


ern slogan "the consumer's 
right to know" have to do 
with the buying of meat? 


For one example, there 


are more than a thousand 
retail names for cuts of 
meat. Yet there are basical- 
ly only eight wholesale cuts 
from the meat animal. This 
means that many different 
names refer to exactly the 
same retail cut. 


"Surely t h i s incredible 


array of fancy names low- 
ers the confidence of the 
average shopper. It is deva- 
statingly confusing. But to- 
day the meat industry is be- 
ing seriously challenged to 
simplify meat cut identifica- 
tion. Consumers are demand- 
ing It," says David H. 
Stroud. president of the Na- 
tional Live Stock and Meat 
Board. 


"It is just common sense 


—not only from the con- 
sumer's standpoint, but also 
from the industry's—that we 
develop a common national 
system of names for retail 
cuts. Then a man or wom- 
an could go into any store 
anywhere in the country and 
get exactly what he or she 
wants by simply asking for 
it by the generally accepted 
name," says Stroud. 


The National Live Stock 
and Meat Board is active in 
this campaign for national 
terms of identification. 


Massachusetts has a new 


law this year. It requires 
butchers to state the basic 
meat beef, lamb or pork,

about such a law. New York 
state put its new law into 
effect in July. 


Before the New York state 


law was passed, names of 
meat cuts had been acquired 
by usage, caprice, merchan- 
dising zeal and mere chnnr' 
The new law is designed to 
help consumers shop with 
confidence. It gives specific 
definitions for many differ- 
ent cuts. 


For example, "T-bone 


steak" means meat that 
comes from the short loin of 
cattle and has not less than 
one-half inch diameter of 
tenderloin muscle. "Porter- 
house steak" also comes 
from short loin but has not 
less than l'/4 inches in di- 
ameter of tenderloin muscle. 


According to the new New 


York state law, no one can 
sell packaged meat unless 
the label clearly states the 
"true name" of that cut. The 
"true name" has two parts: 
one identifies the species of 
animal, such as beef or 
lamb. The other part tells 
the primal area or the sec- 
tion of the animal from 
which the cut came—such as 
tongue, heart, shoulder, bris- 
ket round, flank, etc. Only 
one of these primal areas 
mav be listed on the meat 


label.

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Zone ends pros' passing fancy 


By JOAN RYAN 


Remember the 1090s when Y. A. Tittle wts quarterback 


for the San Francisco tters? Just when the 49er fans had 
conceded defeat, The Bald Eagle would haul back and 
heave an impossible bomb. The ball looped over de- 
fenders and sailed 40 or maybe 90 yards. 


Then, receiver R.C. Owens went into his "AHey-Oop" 


act. He stretched up like a plastic man to spear the ball 
for a last-second touchdown. The crowd came unhinged. 


Alas, Tittle's bomb is dead. It was shelved during the 


1960s with the advent of gorilla-sited defensive linemen, 
blitiing safeties and the waffled fretwork of the zone de- 
fense. 


Not only has the bomb been retired, the forward pass 


is all but obsolete. Replaced by dinky flares and screens, 
the pass of the 1970s is really nothing but an extention 
of the hand-off. Pro and college quarterbacks today look 
like kids tossing beanbags into a wastebasket. 


A few oldtimers still thrill crowds by putting the ball 


downfield. The 40m' John Brodie. Oakland's Daryle La- 
monlca and ten Dawson of the Kansas City Chiefs pre- 
tend the lone doesn't exist. But their banners are frayed. 


Newcomers stand in the wings anxious to replace the 
go-for-broke pass with a new error-free, let-the-defense- 
do-it philosophy. 


The comers are men like Ken Anderson of Cincinnati, 


Don Horn of Denver and Jim Plunkett of the New Eng- 
land Patriots, Archie Manning of New Orleans and Dan 
Pastorini of Houston, Mike Phippi of Cleveland, Ken 
Stabler of Oakland, Terry Bradshaw of Pittsburgh, John 
Reeves of Philadelphia and Scott Hunter of Green Bay. 


Some of them will be start, but whether there will be a 
super star status for quarterbacks in this decade is still 
questionable. The way things are going quarterbacks 
may become as obscure as an offensive tackle. 


I called up one of my old-time favorites, Tittle, the 


other day, and he confirmed my direst prediction for the 
new boys who are waiting in the wings: The gambling 
quarterback as the star of the show has been replaced 
by a computer coded machine-like football team which 
relies more on defense than offense. 


"In the good old days, the quarterback was the whole 
show," he said. "But football no longer needs a Bobby 
Layne type, a player who was coach on the field. Today's 
players are better prepared than we were. They have 
more tools to work with. They're programmed with more 
information, aided and drilled by 12-man coaching staffs 
which swap films and have computers to draw up game 
plans with Pentagon precision." 


"In my day," Tittle continued, "we had maybe three 
coaches, and our information going into the game was 
from some old scout who would sit down and tell us what 
he claimed he taw at last week's game. We played by the 
seat of our pants." 


Tittle raves about a few newcomers like Plunkett, Brad- 
shaw and Pastorini who have displayed the strength and 
accuracy of a classic passing arm. But he claims that 
today the name of the game is defense.

means inflammation of the 
stomach caused by alcohol. 
The lining of the stomach be- 
comes reddened, engorged 


and irritated. By the way, in- 
dividuals can have gastritis 
even though they don't use 
alcohol. 


Of course, there's no guar- 


antee that your husband 
doesn't have an ulcer and it 
would require a good medi- 
cal examination to establish 
its presence or absence. I 
think it's a safe bet though 
that he at least does have 
alcoholic gastritis. 
Dear llr. Lamb—If a per- 


son is taking thyroid medi- 
cine and also birth control 
pills, does the thyroid medi- 
cine prevent the birth con- 
trol pills from acting? My 
doctor says no but a friend 
has had two different doctors 
tell her U will. 


Dear Reader—Your doctor 


is right. Birth control pills 
are composed of the female 
hormones produced by the 
ovaries during the normal 
menstrual cycle. These hor- 
mones, through a complex 
mechanism, block the ova- 
ries from producing another 
egg (ovum) and in this way 
prevent pregnancy. W h e n 
the amount of these hor- 
m o n e s is diminished, the 
ovary is activated and fires 
off another egg. The usual 
female cycle literally then 
is a rising and falling of the 
female hormones. When the 
hormones fall, menstruation 
occurs and the next cycle to 
release another egg begins. 
By providing f e m a l e hor- 
mones regularly and with- 
drawing them for the men- 
strual period, birth control 
is accomplished. Giving thy- 
roid tablets will not interfere 
with this action between fe- 
male h o r m o n e s and the 
ovaries.

Congress puts the finishing 
touches on a revenue-sharing 
bill, a Nixon administration 
task force hopes to get the pro- 
gram off to a speedy start by 
mailing 39,000 checks totaling 
|2.6 billion by the end of the 
month. 


The task force, made up of 


about IS officials borrowed 
from several agencies, has 
been on the Job since early 
summer, trying to smooth out 
details of the 130-billlon, five- 
year plan to aid states, cities 
and counties. 


Asked why the government is 


pushing to get the checks to lo- 
cal governments about a week 
before the Nov. 7 presidential 
election, Deputy Treasury Sec- 
retary Charts E. Walker said, 
"They need the money. Haven't 
you heard?" 


Walker noted that the admin- 


istration proposed its revenue- 
sharing legislation three years 
ago. If the bill passes this week 
as expected, he said, "Why 
keep it (the money) here?" A 
compromise version approved 
by House and Senate cenferees 
b awaiting a final vote by both 
chambers. 


The first checks will cover 


the period 
from January 


through June of this year since 
the bill makes revenue-sharing 
retroactive to last Jan. 1. The 
second checks are expected io 
be mailed next Jan. 1. 


Although there have been 


several examples of errors and 
obsolete information fed into 
government computers, the 
task force says it now has fair- 
ly accurate estimates of the 
money local governments are 
expected to get. The team is 
headed by Ed. Fox, finance di- 
rector of the Federal Home 
Loan Bank Board. 


Walker said adjustments will 


be handled in the January pay- 
ment and in subsequent checks, 
if required. 


On Wednesday, the House

New bomber

WASHINGTON (AP) - Mili- 


tary intelligence sources say 
Russia may have started quan- 
tity production of a new super- 
sonic bomber believed capable 
of reaching me United States, 


U.S. officials have been moni- 


toring Soviet progress in testing 
the new swing-wing bomber, 
code-named Backfire, for about 
three years. 


In a new assessment of So- 


viet aircraft production, U.S. 
intelligence experts indicated 
the Russians may have moved 
beyond the development phase 
and into production of the 
bomber. 


They estimated the Russians 


have completed about 12 of the 
new bombers so far, but do not 
yet know how many the Rus- 
sians plan to build. 


Nor are American experts 


certain whether the Russians 
intend the l.fOO-miJe-an-hour 
bomber for use against possible 
enemies in Asia or Europe, w 
whether they are thinking of 
lengthier missions. 


The Backfire is rated capable 


of operating against targets up 
to 3,000 miles from Russian 
bases and returning home with- 
out refueling. This, in the view 
of U.S. experts, means the 
Backfire could strike against 
the United States in the event 
of war. 


There is nothing in the limit- 


ed nuclear-arms-limitation 
agreement to bar the United 
States and Russia from pushing 
ahead with new bomber devel- 
opment and manufacture. 


The United States is working 


on an advance bomber, called 
the Bl, which is somewhat sim- 
ilar to the Soviet Backfire. But 
the new American bomber 
could not be ready for combat 
until 1977 at the earliest The 
Pentagon has not yet decided 
whether to start production. 


Over the past few years the 


Nixon administration has 
thinned out this country's anti- 
bomber defenses, in part be- 
cause they have been growing 
obsolete and costly to operate. 


Instead, the administration 


wants to install a new alr-de- 
tense system equipped to deal 
with the moat sophisticated 
bomber threat of the ItTOs and 
1910s. Such a system would cdst 
up to $U billion. 


The Soviets now own about 


196 aging long-range bombers 
and tankers to refuel them in 
flight. 


The US. strategic-bomber 


fleet numbers about 400 Btts 
and 70 more-modem PBllls. 
Half the BUs are committed to 
the Southeast Asian war. 


The Backfire is believed ca- 


pable of penetrating enemy air- 
space at lower altitudes at rela- 
tively high
